"We must candidly confess we were 


not prepared for such a paper as the 
President's Message. 
To us it seems 


little less than an open declaration of 
war upon the policy of his predeces- 
sors, and upon some of the most im- 
portant institutions of the country.— 
May be he is wiser than all who have 
gone before him :—Perhaps he un- 
derstands the spirit of the Constitu- 
tion, and the true interests of the re- 
public, better than Madison, Monroe, 
Adams, and the Senate and the House 
of Representatives that have been in of- 
fice during the last twenty years.— 
Look at the message. What does he 
recommend ? 


1. To abolish the Navy Board—that 


is, a board consisting of three distin- 
guished naval commanders, scientific, 
practical and experienced officers, to 
aid the Secretary of the Navy.

has been the effect of this board, thus 
far ? The American Navy has risen 
to be the pride of the country and the 
admiration of the world. American 
ships of war are visited in European 
ports by the highest classes in and out 
of power, as objects, from their per- 
fection in every department, of liberal 
curiosity. 
The models on which they 


are built are sought for. 
Veteran 


Russian Naval officers visited the U- 
nited States to learn the art brought to 
such a pitch of perfection under the 
skilful administration of the Navy 
Board. Such is the tythe of praise de- 
served by that institution. The Ameri- 
can flag floating on such ships, so man- 
ned, 
organized, and disciplined, car-

long confined in gloomy dungeons, be- 
come incapable of seeing objects dis- 
tinctly, excepting in deep shade, or in 
the dusk of the evening. 
While on the 


other hand, in various parts of ihe 
world, in which the light is constantly 
reflected from a soil dazzling white- 
ness, or from mountains and plains 
covered with almost perpetual snows, 
ihe Hght of the inhabitants is perfect 
only in broad day light, oral noon. 


'1 hose, also, who are much exposed 


to bright. Jires, as blacksmiths, glass- 
men, forgers, and others engaged in 
similar employments, are considered, 
by the best authorities, as most subject 
to loss of sight from cataract. 


All brilliant illuminated apartments 


have a similar prejudicial effect upon 
the eves, though, undoubtedly, not to 
the same extent. As a general rulr, 
therefore, the eye should never be per- 
mitted \o dwell on brilliant or glaring 
objects for any length of time.

In our apartments, only a moderate 
degree of light should be admitted ;

adopted. 


Reading or writing in the dusk of 


the evening, or by candlelight, is high- 
ly prejudicial. 
The frivolous attention 


to a quarter of an hour at the decline 
of'day, has deprived numbers of the 
pei-fect and comfortable use of their 
eyes for many'years : the mischief is el- 
fected imperceptibly, the consequences 
are often irreparable. 


There is nothing which preserves 


the sight longer, than always using, in 
reading, writing, sewing, and "every o- 
ther occupation in which the eyes are 
constantly exercised, that moderate de- 
gree of light which is best staled to 
them; too little strains them, loo great 
a quantity1 dazzles and confounds them. 
The eyes are less uitected, however, by 
a deficiency of light than by the excess 
of it. The former .seldom does much 
if any harm, unless the eyes are strain- 
ed by efforts to view objects to which 
the degree of light is inadequate—but 
too great a quantity has, by its own 
power, destroyed the sight. 


The long-sighted should accustom 


themselves to read with rather less 
light, and with the book somewhat 
nearer to thr_ eye than they ordinarily 
desire; while those that are short- 
sighted should, on the rontrarv, use 


future husbands, ,ont ira* in 


Europe, pursuing his studies, another 
in China, attending to commercial bu- 
siness, and a third dangerously employ- 
ed in the wluile fishery in the most dis- 
tant seas. 
Young girls thus engaged, 


hold the middle place in society be- 
tween their bttll disengaged compan- 
ions and the married ladies. 
They 


have already lost some of the thought- 
less gaiety of (he former, and assumed 
a slight tinge of the other.

The President and Managers of the 


Codorus Navigation Company have re- 
ceived from Mr. Guiiford, a plan \\ hich 
proposes ten dams and thirteen locks, 
with short canals at certain designated 
points. 
Lotick's dam would be remo- 


ved ; and another substituted at the pre- 
sent head of the mill pond, to supply 
with water a canal cut thence to the mill 
The dams at Weidners, Meyers, and 
Brillinger's, are to be retained and sev- 
erally raised. 
In the Narrows, between 


Brillinger's mill and Codorus forge, 
four dams will have to be erected.— 
The first of these will be twenty one 
feet high, requiring three locks of seven 
feet each to overcome a fall of thirty 
six feet six inches. 
The forge dam 


will not be raised, and to pass it, the 
construction of crib work, on the north 
side of the stream and within it. is rec- 
ommended. 
At the outlet a canal will 


be required along the shore of the Sus- 
quehanna to the still water above Ches- 
nu t ripples,at the mouth of the Codorus. 


All the dams, excepting the first be- 


low York, will rest on rock foundations. 
The total length of the several short 
canals contemplated, is two miles and 
three fourths. 
The cost of the im- 


provement, as estimated by Mr. Guii- 
ford, at thfe present rate of wages and 
price of materials, would be gS4,850— 
which sum is regarded by him as am- 
ply sufficient to complete the work in 
the best manner.

No young child should 


be lef! alone in a room where there is a fire, 
or a candle, for out minute. 


Who can answer for the judgment 


or discretion of such a child ? 
Cer- 


tainly not the parenl or the nurse, who 
could manifest so little of both as to 
risk it in such a situation. Let it be re- 
membered, that death caused by fire, is 
the most excruciating of all forms in 
which that calamity appears. 
And ev- 


ery parent or nurse, who should, by in- 
attention or from mistaken confidence, 
contribute to the destruction ofa child's 
life in this mode, would be the subject 
of severe remorse, as well as deep af- 
fliction, for the remainder of her life. 


It is very desirable that children 


should not wear any cotton garment in 
the winter; and that, under all circum- 
stances, they should be watched with 
the strictesl care, and ne^er be left a- 
lone in a situation where they may be 
exposed lo fire for a moment—for a mo- 
menl is enough lo cause the calamity.

Spain.—The 
Courier de 
Bayonne 


contains the following details of the ac- 
cidenl which had well nigh cost the 
Spanish General Egina his life.—"Gen. 
E.^ina, Captain-General of Galicia,stop- 
ped at Leon on' his way to Much-id, 
whither he was going to be present at 
ihe King's marriage. 
A courier arri- 


ved at Leon, proceeded lo the inn 
where the General lodged, and gave lo 
ihe waiter several packages of des- 
patches, saying—"Take care of these 
whilst I go to the post house, and. if I 
am not back in five minutes, deliver 
them to General Egina. 
When I re- 


turn to receive payment for my journey, 
I'll give you something to drink."— 
Ten minutes having elapsed, the waiter 
delivered the despatches. 
Shortly af- 


ter, an explosion was heard ; the peo- 
ple of the inn having run up stairs,, 
they found the apartments filled with 
smoke, and the General stretched on 
the floor, with his hands and the lower 
part of his body horribly lacerated.—• 
Upon the packets being examined, it 
was found that ihe largest of them con- 
tained what is called an .infernal ma- 
chine, which exploded when the seals 
were broken. 
All the efforts employed 


to discover the courier who brought 
the packets have hitherto been ineffec- 
tual." 
Gen. Egina, says another ac- 


count, had made himself a great num- 
ber of enemies by his brutal disposition. 


Greece.—The German papers recei- 


ved yesterday, (says the London Cou- 
rier of the 16th) contain a communica- 
tion, purporting to be official, from 
Prince Demetrius Ypsilanti to the Pres- 
ident of Greece, dated from the camp 
of Kotumals, Sept, 28. to the following 
effect :— 


"A Turkish corps of 7,000 men, reg- 


ular and irregular troops, had made, 
subsequently to the 22d of Sept. seve- 
ral desperale attacks on the 'Prince's 
troops, in their fonified camp, near the 
fort Castello di Pitra, but were always 
repulsed with considerable loss. 
The 


Greeks pursued ihe enemy in their 
flight, which they made in great disor- 
der : ihe Turkish commanders collect- 
ed the garrisons which they still had 
in Livadia, and at length a Treaty was 
agreed upon, by which their comman- 
ders Azak Aga and Assan Bey, enga- 
ged to return to Thessaly, and entirely 
to evacuate Livadia. 


The Egina Gazette contains ihe 


Treaty, and adds that had it not been 
concluded, all the Turks must have 
perished either by the sword of the 
Greeks or by famine. 
To evacuate 


Livadia, implies a retreat from Bjeotia, 
Phocis, Locris, and oiher northern dis- 
tricts of ancient Greece, leaving the 
present Greek Government in posses- 
sion of almost all ihe territory to which 
it has advanced a claim on the ground 
either of physical barriers or of kin- 
dred language and customs. 


AXCONA, Nov. 3.—Advices from the 


Ionian Islands, announces that an arm- 
istice de facto, has been established be- 
tween the Greeks and the Turks on the 
Continent.
